Tough times ahead 
as funding slashed

A COUNCIL leader has vowed to 
continue investing in Haverhill's 
development - despite facing 
grant funding cuts almost 
double those expected by the 
Government. 

St Edmundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil had budgeted for a 10 per cent 
cut in grant funds, predicting it 
would get just £5.667 million from 
Government. 

The announcement on Monday that the 
council will get more than £500,000 less - 
£5.210 million - represents a cut of 17.3 per 
cent. 

It will get a further 12 per cent less the 
following year. 

Cllr fohn Griffiths, leader of the council, 
described the cuts as “very challenging” but 
added: “We are determined to do everything 
we can to freeze council tax again for our 
residents and therefore we will have to work 
even harder to make the savings necessary 
without compromising the quality of the 
services we provide in St Edmundsbury. 

“It is a tall order, but we have already made 
savings in the region of £2 million this year. 

We have made some very good investments 
in Haverhill and Bury St Edmunds, from 
which we are already receiving dividends. We 
will do our best to provide good quality 
services, but it is not going to be easy.

Schools beat the 
key test average

TWO Haverhill schools 
did better than the 
county averages in the 
Key Stage 2 results, 
which were released this 
week. 

The Suffolk average showed 
that 76 per cent of pupils 
achieved the required level in 
English, with the same per¬ 
centage getting the required 
mark in maths. Across the 
county, 68 per cent achieved 
the standard in both subjects. 

Parkway Middle School 
achieved 86 per cent in 


English and 75 per cent in 
maths, with 74 per cent of 
pupils achieving the required 
level in both subjects. The 


school was ranked 56th in the 
county. 

Chalkstone Middle School 
pupils achieved 78 per cent in 


English, 76 per cent in maths 
and 68 per cent of pupils 
achieving the required level in 
both subjects. The school was 
ranked 77th in Suffolk. 

Castle Hill Middle School 
had 56 per cent of pupils 
reaching the required level in 
English, with 65 per cent 
making the grade for maths 
and 49 per cent reaching the 
standard in both subjects. The 
school was 118th in Suffolk. 

Clare Middle School had 73 
per cent hitting the required 
level in English and 69 per 
cent in maths with 57 per cent 
of pupils reaching the 
standards in both subjects. 
The school was 109th in the 
county.

“We aim to continue our support of 
Haverhill Arts Centre and have no plans to 
review the agreed terms. We hope to 
continue to provide support in partnership 
with the businesses and people of Haverhill. 

“We are sure we will see continued 
success in Haverhill. We have put a freeze on 
staff pay rises, but we have no plans to make 
any drastic cuts at present. But we will have 
to be pragmatic in our spending.” 

If the council manages to freeze council 
tax, it will receive the equivalent of 2.5 per 
cent in council tax from the Government, on 
top of the grant. This will give St 
Edmundsbury an extra £168,000, reducing 
its net position this year to a grant cut of 14.6 
per cent. 

The total funding gap for 2011/12 is 
around £460,000 - an extra £212,000 as a 
result of the grant announcement. The 
council said it would be able to cover the gap 
this year by using its reserves, but will need 
to start identifying further savings during the 
next year, when the grant for 2012/13 is 
£4.59 lm, a cut of 11.9 per cent. 

Cllr Anne Gower, Haverhill North, said it 
was too early to predict what impact the 
reduced funding would have. She said: “All 
councils are in the same boat, we have got to 
make spending cuts, but we are trying to 
make them in ways that do not impact on 
service users, which is really difficult. As a 
council we have to work smarter. 

“We as councillors have to up our game 
and really get the best we can for Haverhill. It 
is more important than ever that we connect 
with the residents and they connect with us. 

“I believe the next 12 to 24 months are 
absolutely crucial for this town. We will work 
hard to get residents’ views across, but they 
need to let us know their priorities.” 


Burglary youth gets custody warning 


A TEENAGER has been 
warned he faces a 
sentence of custody for 
burgling a house. 

Damien Peters, 18, 
was told by a judge that 
he was likely to be sent 
to a young offenders’ 
institution after a break- 
in at Yeldham Place, 


Haverhill. 

Peters was remanded 
in custody after app¬ 
earing before ludge 
David Goodin at Ipswich 
Crown Court last 
Thursday, to await a 
sentencing hearing on 
lanuary 4. 

The judge told him: 


“You are looking fair and 
square at custody.” 

Peters, of Parkington 
Walk, Bury St Edmunds, 
admitted the burglary 
committed on April 10, 
when electrical goods, 
cash and Xbox games 
were taken. He is also 
due to be sentenced for 


attempted burglary, ass¬ 
ault and theft, which he 
admitted at a previous 
hearing. 

Richard Potts, for 
Peters, said Peters had 
been trying to combat 
drug use, which was 
partly responsible for his 
offending. 


Neighbourtiood teams 
winning crime battle

VILLAGERS in the Haverhill area 
have seen a dramatic fall in crime 
over the past year - thanks to the 
hard work of local police officers. 

The St Edmundsbury Rural South Safer 
Neighbourhood Team has focused on 
reducing the number of burglaries of 
items such as lawnmowers and power 
tools from sheds, garages and outhouses 
on farms and rural properties since late 
last year. 

The latest crime statistics reveal a 37 per 
cent decrease in burglaries, with 46 fewer 
victims from the beginning of 2010 to the 
end of November, compared to the same 
period last year. 

There has also been a 28 per cent 
reduction in overall crime, with 121 fewer 
victims. 

This success is believed to be a result of 
the campaign launched by the SNT to 
identify and target offenders, as well as 
working with crime reduction officers to 
offer education and improve awareness of 
crime prevention issues. 

Officers increased high-visibility 
patrols, which were also supplemented by 
response officers from Haverhill and the 
Babergh West SNT. Crime pattern analysis 
was undertaken to ensure that these 
patrols were targeted at key times. 

Officers visited victims of such crime to 
offer advice and reduce the risk of repeat 
offences. A special seminar was also held 
in November, with a number of 
presentations for farmers on tackling rural 
crime. The response from farmers at the 
event was overwhelmingly positive, with 
many requesting follow-up visits. 

Key schemes such as Neighbourhood 
Watch and Farmwatch have also been 
used to full effect, with Farmwatch 
membership increasing considerably 
from 70 to 186 members. 

Sgt Kevin Horton said: “This reduction 
in crime is excellent news for residents 
and business owners in the area. 

“There was a very noticeable increase in 
these sorts of offences in late 2009 and 
early 2010, but due to the hard work of 
SNT officers, crime reduction officers and 
neighbouring police teams, a clear 
message has been sent to offenders that 
any crime will not be tolerated. 

“The campaign has proven that a 
multifaceted approach to such issues 
including deterrence, prosecution and 
crime prevention can produce dramatic 
results. 

“This has been a huge partnership 
effort, with the increased communication 
between Neighbourhood Watch co¬ 
ordinators, for example, ensuring a better 
flow of information between the police 
and local residents.”

“We have had a wonderful 
morning and it just shows you 
are never too old to keep active. 
We have a new chair-based 
class starting and people can 
move on from that to other 
things.

The class is held on Monday, 
Wednesday and Thursday 
mornings at the leisure centre, 
with those attending ranging in 
age from 50 to mid-80s. They 
have an opportunity after class 
to play badminton or tennis and 
socialise over a cup of tea, 
followed by a dip in the pool.

Friends’ tribute to 
‘brilliant’ solicitor

A PROMINENT solicitor 
who helped hundreds of 
families has died following 
a nine-year battle with 
cancer. 

Tributes have been paid to 
hard-working Caroline Dixon, 
who was the managing partner at 
Stevens Solicitors, in High Street, 
Haverhill. 

After overcoming breast cancer 
and a brain tumour, Ms Dixon’s 
cancer returned and spread to 
her bones. She died on December 
6 in Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

Ms Dixon, who died at the age 
of 56, had worked with hundreds 
of families during her career as a 
family solicitor in Cambridge, 
Suffolk and Essex. 

Her business partner at 
Steven’s Solicitors, Alan Caldwell, 
said: “Caroline was a champion 
for the rights of all to have access 
to legal advice and represent-

ation. She worked tirelessly to 
ensure that she could help as 
many people as possible through 
some of their most distressing 
difficulties, whether they could 
afford legal representation or not. 

“Caroline strongly supported 


the work of collaborative lawyers, 
working side by side with other 
local solicitors, to achieve 
conciliatory results for their 
clients. 

“Caroline had a brilliant legal 
mind and her talents, positive 
nature and compassion for 
others will be greatly missed.” 

Outside of work, Ms Dixon, of 
Chequer Street, Fenstanton, had 
a passion for horses and enjoyed 
riding as often as she could with 
her daughter. 

Her partner, Matt Francomb, 
said her French heritage meant 
Ms Dixon spoke fluent French 
and also Italian and Spanish, and 
had a keen interest in genealogy. 

He said she enjoyed swimming 
and loved to garden, but horses 
were her real passion. 

Ms Dixon leaves behind her 22- 
year-old daughter, Laura Nunn, 
and partner, Matt. 

The funeral of Ms Dixon will 
take place at 1.30pm on Monday 
in the West Chapel, Cambridge 
Crematorium. 
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Confessions of burglar 
hoping for ‘clean slate’ 


AN ARMED robber has 
been given additional time 
in prison after confessing 
to more than 60 other 
crimes so that he can leave 
jail with a “clean slate”. 

Michael Dare, 25, was brought 
to Haverhill in September, where 
he used to live, to show police 
where he had committed 
burglaries, car thefts and other 
offences. 

Dare, formerly of Shepherds 
Court in the town, wrote to the 
police from prison to confess. 

He was given an extra 20 
months in jail by Judge John 
Devaux at Ipswich Crown Court. 
The new sentence is on top of 
the 30 months he was already 
serving for armed robbery. 

He was originally due to be 
eligible for parole next July. 

Matthew Edwards, pros¬ 
ecuting, said that Dare had 
admitted breaking into a house 
in St Botolphs Way, Haverhill, on 
March 7, 2007, and stealing the 
keys to a Vauxhall Astra worth 
£7,000, which was later found 
burned out. During the burglary,

in which Dare got into the house 
through an unlocked patio door, 
the family were asleep upstairs. 

He also admitted a burglary at 
Samuel Ward Arts and Tech¬ 
nology College in Haverhill on 
October 18, 2005, when a 
Toshiba laptop computer was 
stolen. He also admitted stealing 
a Daewoo car worth £3,000 from 
a parking area in Parkside, 
Haverhill, on August 21, 2004. It 
was later found burned out. 

Mr Edwards said that the 60 
offences which Dare had asked 
to be taken into consideration 
involved property worth £27,000, 
of which £4,400 worth had been 
recovered. 

Det Con Duncan Etchells said 
that without Dare’s confession 
most of the offences would have 
remained unsolved. 

In mitigation, Joanne Eley said 
that Dare had for many years 
suffered with drug problems and 
was influenced by a group of 
people he had associated with in 
the town since he was a teenager.

Christina also 
completed other 
tasks including 
voluntary service 
helping with a 
trampoline group at 
Castle Manor School, 
a photography 
project and a 
residential weekend. 

In addition she

The brigade, which 
caters for girls over 
the age of 5, meets 
on Friday evenings at 
Haverhill’s Old 
Independent Church.

The 31-year-old, of no fixed 
abode, was cautioned for having 
cannabis and cocaine this week 
after answering bail following 
the raid on Thursday, July 15. 

A19-year-old woman from 
Haverhill, who was arrested at 
the same time, has been told 
she will not face action by the 
police. 

A 45-year-old woman from Bury 
St Edmunds remains on police 
bail on suspicion of having 
cannabis with intent to supply. 
She must return to Bury St 
Edmunds police station on 
January 7.

This is, of course, and will 
continue to be extremely challenging 
as we face dwindling resources, often 
coupled with increasing demands 
and costs. 

We are making good progress in West 
Suffolk but, at a time when we are 
proposing to freeze the pay of 
officers, staff and councillors, I have 
decided not to send official St 
Edmundsbury Christmas cards this 
year - as one of many cost-saving 
measures. Instead, I would very much 
like, on behalf of everyone at St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council, to 
send season’s greetings to you all 
through the good offices of our 
excellent local newspapers. 

May I, therefore, wish all your readers 
a very happy Christmas and a 
peaceful and, hopefully, prosperous 
NewYear.

FIREFIGHTERS are using a social 
networking site as a “21st century 
weapon” to fight proposed cuts. 

Under the cuts proposals, Haver¬ 
hill would lose full-time fire crews 
at weekends. 

The Stop the Suffolk Fire Service 
Cuts Facebook page, set up by Fire 
Brigades Union officials, is hoping 


to keep Suffolk residents informed 
and win support against the 
measures, which threaten to 
compromise public safety. 

The county’s turntable ladders, 
used for high-rise rescues and safe 
access to roof fires including 
thatched cottages, would no longer 
be available at all times.

A NEW unit offering mothers a 
“homely” environment in which 
to give birth has been officially 
opened at West Suffolk Hospital. 

The £470,000 midwifery-led birthing 
unit at the Bury St Edmunds hospital, 
which gives expectant women extra 
choice as to where they can deliver, 
welcomed its first baby last month. 

Since then, the “home from home” 
environment it offers has proved 
extremely popular with women who 
need midwifery care only, and want to 
experience a natural birth. 

David Ruffley, MP for Bury St Edmunds 
and Stowmarket, performed the opening 
by unveiling a plaque in the entrance 
foyer last Friday. He also met some of the 
mothers who have had their babies at the 
unit so far. 

Patricia Davis, head of midwifery at the 
hospital, said: “The unit has proved 
extremely popular since it welcomed its 
first mothers at the start of November. 

“As well as giving them extra choice, it 
has allowed these women to experience a 
natural birth with the help of a dedicated 
midwife. 

“The feedback we have received has

been excellent, and shows that women 
really appreciate being in comfortable, 
homely surroundings during labour, 
delivery and immediately following the 
birth of their baby.” 

The unit’s four individual rooms, 
including one with a birthing pool, are all 
complete with en-suite wet rooms. 

Various items to aid normal delivery, 
such as birthing balls and floor 
mattresses, have been made available, 
along with aromatherapy and massage. 

Emergency medical equipment is also 
easily accessible in case of any complic¬ 
ations, while the hospital’s wider medical 
team can also give extra support if 
necessary. 

The unit is suitable for women who 
need midwifery care only, while those 
with more complex needs will continue 
to receive specialist care from the 
obstetric team. 

It has been located next to the central 
delivery suite, so that any women who 
develop complications can be seen 
quickly by a consultant.

Invented for life 
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Give a quid to help 
keep Magpas flying 


The 40th anniversary of life-saving medical 
charity Magpas could also mark its closure 
next month. Reporter RAYMOND BROWN 
asks why it is on the brink of folding. 


T HEY deal with life 
and death situations 
on a daily basis but 
now Magpas Helimedix 
volunteers and supporters 
are in a state of 
emergency. 

A man trapped in a crane after 
it toppled into a freezing lake 
and a cyclist struck by a Land 
Rover are just two of the most 
recent incidents of 800 attended 
by medical teams from the 
charity in the last year. 

But the much-loved medical 
team are now under threat, 
triggering a massive effort to 
save the organisation. 

Unless it receives a huge cash 
boost, its work may have to end 
for good. 

Funds are running out and 
this could be the last Christmas 
for the charity. 

It has launched a massive 
one-in-a-million appeal for 
support, urging residents in 
Cambridgeshire to give at least 
£1 each to the cause. 

And founder Neville Silverston 
has made a desperate appeal in 
a last ditch attempt to save the 


charity. He said: “I think the 
reason the charity is in trouble is 
that they have just taken their 
eyes off the bail as regards 
fundraising and publicity 
because they have been too 
busy in the coal face. 

“They have just been very 
busy. Magpas is a very 
sophisticated set up and it has 
set the standard of care and led 
the pack. The message I would 
like to get out is that everyone 
who goes on the roads, be it 
cyclists, motorists, van drivers, 
lorry drivers and pedestrians 
should contribute to the charity 
as an investment. 

“Since it was created in 1971 it 
has responded to 50,000 
incidents - and next time it 
could be you, so please dig deep 
for everyone’s sake.” 

Daryl Brown, chief operating 
officer, said: “Magpas is an 
inspirational organisation. With 
over 50 of the country’s leading 


medics working on helicopters 
and land vehicles we are able to 
mobilise to any medical 
emergency in the East of 
England. 

“Having been dispatched to 
over 800 incidents so far this 
year Magpas Helimedix have 
saved numerous lives and have 
reduced the suffering of those 
most in need. 

“Sadly, Magpas will have to 
close after Christmas if we do 
not receive the funding we 
desperately need. I urge the 
public to dig deep and give 
generously to this amazing 
charity.” A host of leading figures 
have come out to support the 
charity. The High Sheriffs of 
Cambridgeshire and 
Bedfordshire called on 
businesses and communities for 
urgent action to keep Magpas 
going. 

Cambridgeshire, 
Peterborough, Ely, Huntingdon 


and Bedfordshire’s original air 
ambulance service is giving local 
companies the opportunity to 
sponsor the charity’s helicopter. 

Organisations could sponsor 
the air ambulance for an hour to 
a week and help continue to 
keep the Helimedix flying, 
enabling them to continue 
treating patients in the most 
serious medical emergencies. 

Nigel Brown, High Sheriff of 
Cambridgeshire, joined Daniel 
Hanbury, High Sheriff of 
Bedfordshire, at the Magpas 
Helimedix base at RAF Wyton to 
see how the team operates on a 
daily basis. 

Mr Brown said: “Magpas 
provides the best possible 
service - it’s a pioneering service. 
I can’t understand why die rest 
of the country hasn’t followed in 
Mapgas’ footsteps. If they are 
forced to close, it would be 
disastrous and lives would be 
lost. Local businesses need to 
jump in quickly - you never 
know when one of your 
employees or even you might 
them.”

S TANDING on the 

doorstep of John Rutter's 
cottage, set deep in the 
countryside in an almost 
impossibly tranquil spot, 
there's not a single sound to 
be heard - save for the 
strains of piano music, 
drifting from inside the 
house. 

It’s not hard to understand why 
John feels inspired in this place. 
Nestled in the shadow of Chrishall 
church, which sits high on a little 
mound outside the main village, his 
‘composing cottage’, as it’s known, 
looks out on a picture-perfect view 
of fields, trees and, at the moment, 
a dramatic stormy sky. 

“As a composer you can’t really 
control the flow of inspiration,” 
explains John, leading the way into 
the cottage’s kitchen. “All you can do 
is create the kind of conditions in 
which you hope it will arrive... And

if you’ve got to be miserable 
because things aren’t going well, I 
think you may as well be miserable 
somewhere nice.” 

Thankfully for all of us, the Muse 
is on John’s side. Among the most 
esteemed composers and 
conductors of his generation, he is 
known the world over for, in 
particular, breathtaking choral 
works - take his 1990 Magnificat 
(notably performed at the memorial 
to the New York firefighters who lost 
their lives on 9/11). 

But John is arguably best-known 
- and certainly best-loved - for his 
carols. In total, the 65-year-old has 
written around two dozen; the most 
familiar are the sweet Shepherd’s 
Pipe Carol (which has sold more 
than a million copies in sheet music 
alone) and the Nativity Carol, 
penned when John was still a 
schoolboy.

Over the next few weeks, his 
carols will be sung in umpteen 
schools, churches and cathedrals 
and heard daily on the radio waves; 
cheery and eminently hummable, 
his tunes are guaranteed to put a 
smile on your face. 

There was a time, admits John, 
settling down at the kitchen table 
with a mug of fresh coffee, when he 
rather resented the public’s focus 
on his festive work. “I went through 
a phase of being slightly in turmoil 


about my Christmas music: I 
thought it made it difficult for 
people to take me seriously writing 
anything else,” he explains. “But I’ve 
made my peace with all that now. I 
think of my carols as little calling 
cards, which maybe reach out to 
people who don’t come across 
anything I’ve written during the rest 
of the year. And I’d rather be known 
for some of what I’ve written than 
none.” 

John’s back catalogue is vast. He 


has been making up his own music 
since he was a tot, picking out notes 
on his parents’ out-of-tune upright 
piano: “The previous occupants of 
our flat had actually left it behind; 
my parents couldn’t play, so it sat 
there rather hopelessly in a corner 
until I discovered it when I was 
about 5 or 6.1 can still remember 
sitting there, picking away... I 
couldn’t read music, of course, but I 
must have picked out something 
that made sense to me.”

Although he has no known musical 
forebears, John, former student and 
director of music at Clare College, 
Cambridge, says the desire to make 
music was ‘somehow very strongly in 
me, from a very early age’. 

His talents recognised at nursery 
school, John was invited to audition for 
St Paul’s, aged 7; an only child, he 
refused on the grounds he didn’t want 
to become a border and, instead, won a 
day place at Highgate School - also with 
an impressive reputation for music. 

John’s years at Highgate were 
formative. A contemporary and friend 
of one John Tavener - “If I’d known he 
was going to get a knighthood, I would 
have been nicer to him” - he says the 
school’s musical life was vibrant; among 
other things, its choir sang for the 
recording of Benjamin Britten’s War 
Requiem, said by many to be the 
pinnacle of his career. 

It was while rehearsing Bach’s B 
Minor Mass that John realised music 
was his calling. “You don’t choose music 
as a way of life, it chooses you. I 
remember singing that mass and 
thinking ‘Nothing could be better than 
this. If anyone ever tried to part me 
from it, I’d be heartbroken’.” 

John started writing down his 
compositions, or ‘little doodlings’ as he 
calls them, when he was about JO. “I 
wasn’t by any means a prodigy by the 
standards of Mozart or whatever. 

And it was tough having to compete 
with John Tavener! We used to show 
each other what we’d written, but John 
used to get us to actually perform his 
work; I was always there, singing along 
somewhere... But I didn’t really have the 
confidence to do that with my pieces.” 

A music degree at Clare followed; 

John has enjoyed a special relationship 
with the college, where he is now an 
honorary fellow, ever since. In his 
second year, a supervisor suggested 
staging a concert to get some 
experience of conducting; as it was 
close to Christmas, John decided to put 
some festive songs on the programme: 

“I wrote the Shepherd’s Pipe Carol for 
that concert and got the Nativity Carol, 
which I’d written at school, out of a 
drawer and dusted it down.” 

The concert came to the attention of 
the legendary Sir David Willcocks, then 
director of music at King’s College. “I got 
a note saying ‘Would you like to present 
yourself in my rooms at King’s at 9am 
on Monday? Bring your manuscripts’. 

So, shaking in my shoes, that’s what I 
did. I went to his rather grand rooms 
and shyly handed over a small pile of 
paper, which he looked at and didn’t say 
a word. It was quite heart-stopping at 
the time. 

“Then he looked up, a twinkle in his 
eye, and said ‘Would you be interested 
in these being published?’...” 

As has since become legend, less than 
a week later John signed a retainer with 
Oxford University Press; he’s been 
earning a living through composition 
ever since. 

John and his American wife Joanne, 
who live in Duxford (John only retreats 
to the Chrishall cottage to write), had 
two sons, Christopher and, seven years 
his junior, Nick. Following in his father’s 
footsteps, Christopher went up to Clare; 
tragically, in his first year, he walked out 
of a concert one night, was knocked 
down by a car and died. He was only J9. 

“It’s coming up for the JOth 
anniversary, which is quite a milestone,” 
says John. “As anyone who’s experienced 
a bereavement will tell you, you don’t 


get over it, you just get better at dealing 
with it. 

“I didn’t write very much at all in the 
first two years after Christopher’s death. 
Whether I would have written more if 
he had still been alive, I’m not sure. But 
I was worried that I would never be able 
to enjoy composing, or music in 
general, ever again, and was very 
relieved to find that I still could. 

“At the time of Christopher’s death, 
everything was going along nicely; 
maybe I always had a slight feeling of 
‘This is too good to be true’, which was 
borne out when Christopher was 
knocked down on Queen’s Road. It 
brought home the fact we’re not in 
control, no matter how hard we try to 
be; it made me realise how random life 

is. If you’d met me 20 years ago, I was 
probably more cocky, but all that was 
knocked out of me. 

“No life is for nothing, however short; 
Christopher was only J9, but he 
touched far more lives than I think he 
ever realised. Yet there was so much 
amazing potential there that could have 
just been wonderful... If you can’t deal 
with that, you can’t function. You have 
to strive not to be haunted and 
embittered by it; you have to look it in 
the face and carry on. 

“Joanne and I chose to carry on. We 
have lots of other blessings.” 

Among those blessings is Nick, now 
taking his turn as a Clare undergrad, 
and John’s still sparkling career. As well 
as composing and conducting all over 
the world - he has a special relationship 
with audiences in the States, in 
particular, and has done five Carnegie 
Hall concerts this year alone - John has 
his own recording choir, The Cambridge 
Singers (founded with the help of 
Harvey Brough of Harvey and the 
Wallbangers fame, a former Clare 
chorister), and his own record label, 
Collegium. 

He has worked with many of the 
music world’s greatest icons, from Sir 
William Walton to Sir Paul McCartney. 
The latter asked John to compose a 
section of A Garland for Linda, his 
musical tribute to his late wife. “He’s a 
thoroughly nice guy which, considering 
the kind of life he leads, with a minder 
never far away, is, I think, quite an 
achievement. And he’s a sublimely 
gifted songwriter too.” 

Much of John’s most adored work is of 
a religious nature. So does he have 
faith? “When I’m setting a religious text I 
am a fervent believer,” he says. 

“Whether you’re setting something 
sacred or secular, you have to believe in 

it. And I often find sacred texts among 
the most inspiring. 

“But when that experience is over, I 
go back to being what I am the rest of 
the time - agnostic. Like a lot of 
musicians, I describe myself as a friend 
of the church: music is a mystery; faith 
is a mystery. There aren’t any Richard 
Dawkinses among us. 

“I’ve been sent Bibles and prayer 
books by people in the past, but I don’t 
want to be a hypocrite: to pretend 
something you don’t really feel is not 
good, it’s not honest. Having said that, I 
want to be buried with the full 
ceremony of the Church of England; I’ve 
got a long-list of 83 pieces to be played 
at my funeral.”

THE CHRONICLES OF 
NARNIA: THE VOYAGE OF 
THE DAWN TREADER

THERE’S action and adventure ahoy in 
the third book of CS Lewis’s 
enchanting Narnia series. 

Following on from the daring 
escapades of Prince Caspian, The 
Voyage Of The Dawn Treader sets sail 
without the two eldest Pevensie 
children, Peter (William Moseley) and 
Susan (Anna Popplewell), and press- 
gangs some fresh talent to carry the 
series into the choppy waters of the 
fourth book, The Silver Chair. 

Director Michael Apted bows down to 
the current fad of 3D format but this 
version barely takes advantage of the 
eye-popping possibilities. 

Most of the cast return with the 
notable absence of Eddie Izzard as the 
voice of sword-wielding mouse, 
Reepicheep. He’s replaced by Simon 
Pegg, who rouses the cast into action 
by telling the children: “There is no 
honour in turning away from 
adventure.” 

The film opens with Peter away at 
university and Susan in America, 
consigning Lucy (Georgie Henley) and 
Edmund (Skandar Keynes) to a 
miserable stay with stuffy cousin 
Eustace Scrubb (Will Poulter). 

He collects insects and can’t think of 
anything nicer than pinning his 
relatives to the wall like butterfly 


specimens. During a fight between 
Edmund and Eustace, a painting in the 
guest bedroom magically transports 
all three to Narnia and onto the titular 
vessel captained by Drinian (Gary 
Sweet). 

Eustace is aghast but Lucy and 
Edmund settle in quickly as Narnian 
royalty, reuniting with King Caspian 
(Ben Barnes) and Reepicheep (Pegg) 
aboard The Dawn Treader. 

It transpires that Caspian is on a quest 
to locate the swords of seven lost 
noblemen and the Pevensie children 
pledge their support, encountering the 
White Witch (Tilda Swinton) and the 
majestic lion Aslan (Liam Neeson) 
along the way. 


The Voyage Of The Dawn Treader is 
the most crudely constructed of the 
films, loosely stitching together the set 
pieces with comical altercations 
between Eustace and his cousins. 
Inevitably, the new boy discovers the 
hero within, while Lucy learns lessons 
about self-confidence and beauty. 
Production design is impressive and 
the script introduces two monsters for 
the special effects-heavy finale that 
should delight younger audiences. 
Poulter matures from comic relief to 
would-be hero, while Henley and 
Keynes make the most of their 
underwritten roles before they too bid 
a tearful farewell to their fantastical 
friends. Our eyes remain dry.

Ensure your garden 
beats the big freeze 



BABY IT’S COLD OUTSIDE: The Royal Horticultural 
Society has offered tips to help gardeners protect their 
plants this winter. 


W hile the recent 
snowfall we’ve 
had in the UK 
has created a beautiful 
winter wonderland in many 
gardens, it may be a 
different story next year as 
many plants fail to recover 
from the bitterly cold 
weather. 

Leading garden charity the 
Royal Horticultural Society 
(RHS) says if you haven’t already 
winter-proofed your garden, 
don’t waste any more time if you 
want your less hardy plants to 
survive the winter. Go into the 
garden and clear plants, conifers 
and hedges of snow before their 
branches buckle and snap under 
the weight. 

Guy Barter, chief horticultural 
adviser at the RHS, says: “Plants 
differ in their ability to frost¬ 
proof themselves and a hard 
winter might involve prolonged 
freezes, with pots and the top 
20cm of the soil freezing solid.” 

Plants at risk include dahlias, 
fuchsias, gladioli, pelargoniums, 
canna, citrus and olives, although 
most keen gardeners will have

long since lifted summer- 
flowering bulbs for storage 
through the winter and brought 
their tender specimens under 
cover or indoors during the 
dormant period. 

Barter says: “Roots are often 
more vulnerable than upper parts 
of plants, so preventing pots from 
freezing is sensible and mulching 
the roots of vulnerable plants 
such as hardy fuchsias is wise. 

“Tender plants are less able to 
reduce the prospects of freezing 
damage and their cell membranes 
and structures are especially 
likely to function poorly at cool 
temperatures. In a hard winter 
gardeners can expect heavy 
losses unless they can give 
protection to their plants. 

“Cold winds remove moisture 


from evergreen foliage that 
cannot be replenished from the 
frozen soil, so leaves and needles 
are scorched and killed. Hard 
winters leave many disfigured 
evergreens and conifers.” 

The RHS offers the following 
tips to minimise damage during a 
really hard winter: 

■ Top up stocks of fuel for 
greenhouse heaters and insulate 
greenhouses and frames with 
bubble polythene. Further 
protection can be given by laying 
fleece over plants in greenhouses 
or frames and covering frames 
with old carpets at night or 
during severe cold snaps. 

■ Move tender plants in pots to a 
sheltered place. Greenhouses and 
conservatories are ideal, 
especially if they can be kept 
frost-free. Otherwise, wrap the 
pots in bubble wrap or bin liners 
filled with straw, cardboard or 
leaves, and place the pots against 
a sheltered wall or an open- 
fronted shed. 

Garages and other buildings 
are often too dark, but can be 
successful with care and luck. 

■ Go easy on watering 
containers - plants with dryish 
roots are better placed to resist 


cold than ones in soggy compost. 

■ Mulch the root zone of 
evergreens, conifers, tender 
shrubs and tender perennials with 
coarse organic matter to help 
exclude frost and prevent the 
ground being frozen. 

■ Keep a long pole handy to 
shake snow off hedges and trees 
to prevent the snow’s weight 
causing breakages. 

■ Avoid pruning in freezing 
weather. Bonfires can be fun, but 
do be considerate to your 
neighbours and don’t break local 
bylaws. 

■ Wrap tender foliage in fleece. 
Be aware that fleece only gives a 
degree or two of protection so 
consider straw packing inside the 
fleece to limit frost damage. 

■ Drain watering equipment, 
sprayers and external plumbing. 

■ Don’t allow liquid fertilisers 
and pesticides to freeze as this 
often ruins them. 

■ Avoid letting lifted dahlias, 
cannas, gladioli, stored 
vegetables and fruits freeze. 

■ Keep a stock of parsnips, leeks 
and other vegetables in a frost¬ 
proof place in case frozen soil 
prevents harvesting. 

■ On a positive note, frozen 


ground can be helpful if you need 
to barrow materials such as 
compost around the garden - just 


avoid treading on frozen grass as 
your footmarks will be visible for 
weeks.

The preponderance of 4x4s in 
suburban areas of southern 
England rather than in rural 


farming areas was shown by 
such spots as Guildford in Surrey, 
Wadhurst in Kent and Brentwood 
in Essex featuring in the top 10. 

The poll also found the most 
popular 4x4 was the Range Rover 
followed by the Land Rover 
Freelander. 

Occupation-wise, those most 
likely to drive a 4x4 were haulage 
contractors, followed by bank 
directors, farmers and agricultural 
contractors. 

Diamond managing director 
Elwyn Gedrych said: “Over recent 
years an array of new 4x4 
vehicles have entered the market, 
such as the Range Rover Sport. 
These have attracted the driver 
who wants the performance of a 
car but the size of a 4x4, and can 
now be seen in large numbers on 
our roads. 

“These vehicles are obviously 
particularly popular in Chelsea - 
in fact, almost one in five cars 
driven in Chelsea is a 4x4.”

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Winter tyres row: ‘Unsuitable’ 
Commons remark causes fury 



COLD-WEATHER TYRES: Use a different compound for winter conditions. 


WITH hundreds of 
motorists already having 
spent a night in their 
vehicles as the coldest 
start to December since 
1981 has taken hold, and 
with low temperatures 
set to continue next 
week, Transport 

Secretary Philip Ham¬ 
mond has dismayed 
manufacturers and safety 
groups by suggesting 
winter tyres are not 
suitable for the UK. 

Mr Hammond told the 
Commons last week that 
winter tyres are not suitable 
for UK roads and, despite 
howls of outrage from UK 
motoring groups, has so far 
failed to revise his opinion. 

Winter tyres, or cold- 
weather tyres as they are 
also known, use a different 
compound to summer tyres 
to ensure better perfor¬ 
mance. 

Frequently confused with 
studded snow tyres, winter 
tyres are designed to 
operate at peak 


performance when the 
ambient temperature is at 
7C or below. 

Additional grooves in the 
tyre give it better grip on 
snow and ice. 

Tests conducted by the 
British Tyre Manufacturers’ 
Association found that a car 


braking at 60mph on a wet 
road at 5C stopped five 
metres shorter, equivalent 
to more than one car length, 
when fitted with winter- 
weather tyres. 

On ice and snow-covered 
roads the difference was 
even more remarkable. The 


car equipped with winter 
tyres stopped 11 metres 
sooner on ice and eight 
metres sooner on snow, 
from just 20mph. 

Car manufacturers are pro¬ 
moting the benefits of winter 
tyres, the fitment of which is 
mandatory in many 


European countries. 

BMW spokesman Gavin 
Ward said: “Until recently 
winter tyres were viewed by 
people in the UK as not 
necessary. However, the last 
winter and the current 
weather has brought the 
issue to the fore. 

“People have really come 
around to the benefits such 
tyres can bring - not just in 
terms of real snow driving 
but also wet weather and in 
sub seven degrees 
temperatures. 

“BMW formally launched a 
winter-tyre programme this 
year and we have been 
delighted with the response 
from UK motorists. 

“In the last two months 
alone we have sold nearly 
1,500 winter tyre and wheel 
packages. This does not take 
into account those dealers 
that have also sourced winter 
tyres alone for customer cars. 

“The feedback from BMW 
owners is that they accept 
the initial minimal financial 
outlay because of the long¬ 
term gains in tyre longevity 


and the safety benefits.” 

Stuart Jackson, chairman, 
TyreSafe, said: “Mr 

Hammond’s comments show 
a complete lack of under¬ 
standing about modern 
winter tyres, which are the 
ideal solution to the type of 
weather we are currently 
experiencing. 

“Studless winter tyres are 
designed to provide much 
better grip over the entire 
winter period, not just for 
when people are driving for 
long periods on compacted 
snow as he implied. They do 
not damage road surfaces in 
any way and are wholly 
appropriate for the UK 
situation.” 

Mr Hammond also stated 
that “winter tyres wear out 
very quickly on normal road 
surfaces” but this is not the 
case, says Green Car Guide, 
as “in winter conditions, 
winter tyres do not wear any 
more quickly than 
conventional tyres and are 
manufactured with a deeper 
tread to improve 
performance”.
